and executing schemes to replenish his 
finahcial larder at the expense of 
others. 

Uses a Score of Names. 

Operating under a score of names, 
all skilfully designed to awaken in the 
memories of those with whom he oper- 
ated a recollection of a prominent Chi- 
cago family, he successfully obtained 
sums ranging from $5,000 upward from 
Chicago financial institutions. 

Among these were the Englewood 
State bank, the First National bank 
of Englewood, the South Side State 
bank, the State Commercial] and Sav- 
ings bank, the Washington Park Na- 
tional bank, the Drexel State bank, the 
Lincoln State bank, the Chicago City 
Bank and Trust company, the Ken- 
wood Trust and Savings bank, the 
South West State Bank, and the Wood- 
lawn Trust and Savings bank.

His method was to open accounts at 
the various banks, later deposit checks 
drawn on banks on other cities where 
he had opened accounts, and then de- 
posit other worthless checks which. he 
woud check against before the banks 
learned they were worthless. 

For six months Bullock’s activities, 
under his various names, have been 
known to the police. But they, as well 
as others interested, would have scout- 
ed any intimation that the smiling 
and debonair Jay Bullock of the Black- 
stone hote) was the object of their 
search.. 

Bullock was popular at the Black- 
stone. When he traveled in the ele- 
vator the operator salaamed and 
gasped as the largess which came his 
way. The head waiter jumped to as- 
sign him to one of the choice corners 
of the big dining room when he ap- 
peared, immaculate in evening clothes. | 

Costly Banquets in Rooms. 

‘and the waiters who, in “ servants 
hall,” gossiped of the costly banquets 
served, sometimes in Bullock’s rooms, 
to chosen coteries of his acquaintances, 
talked in low tones of the man who 
“must be more than a millionaire.” 

Bullock’s dress was spotless and cor- 
rect. His.manners were perfect. His 
wife’s family was well known. And 
Bullock, forger extraordinary, was ac- 
cepted as one of the elect among that 
semi-exclusive society whose faces are 
seen so often at the Blackstone, in Pea- 
cock alley at the Congress. and in 
homes on Lake Shore drive. 

Bullock admitted to Pinkerton de- 
tectives last night a portion of his op- 
erations. His loot from his Chicago 
rauds ranged from $1,000 to five fig- 
ures in each instance, he said. He 
had no trouble in . victimizing the 
banks. Wasn't his dress that of a 
prosperous profiteer and his address 
one of refinement? 

Police believe that Bullock’s wife was 
ignorant of his fraudulent financier-
